The State of New Hampshire 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Lyman, in the County of Grafton 
and the State of New Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Town on 
Tuesday, the 13th day of March, 1979, polls to open at ten-thirty 
o'clock in the foremoon and will not be closed before six o'clock in the 
forenoon in said Town Hall, to act on Article 1, the remaining articles 
to be considered at one o'clock in the afternoon. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing 
year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Twenty-Four Thousand Four Hundred Seventeen Dollars and 
Forty-eight Cents ($24,417.48) as may be necessary to defray Town 
charges for the ensuing year. All items marked by an asterisk in the 
budget are covered by this Article. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of One Thousand Three Hundred Eighty-One Dollars ($1,381.00) 
for the Health Department (Health Officer and Overseer of the Poor 
$60.00; North Country Home Health Agency $321.00; Littleton Hospital 
Association $1,000.00). All items marked by a dash in the budget are 
covered by this Article. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00) to defray the Town's share 
of the cost of the Lisbon Dump. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Six Hundred Dollars ($600.00) for Town Cemeteries. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Two Hundred Sixty-Eight Dollars and Sixty-one Cents ($268. 61) 
for dues to the White Mountain Region Association, 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to transfer fifty percent (50%) of any 1978 annual net budget surplus 
funds to the Capital Reserve Fund established for the purchase of 
highway equipment. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) as compensation for the Tax 
Collector. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to sell and dispose of any real estate acquired by tax deed, by Advertised 
Sealed Bid only. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow monies from time to time for current indebtedness of the 
Town for the ensuing year in anticipation of taxes to be collected for 
the year 1979 and be paid therefrom. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 

to apply for and accept any State and/or Federal funds related to disaster 
or emergency programs which are available at the time, and to expend 
such funds for repair of damage. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Two Hundred and Twelve Dollars ($212.00) to defray the 
Town's share of operation expenses of the North Country Council. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Sixty-seven Thousand Three Hundred and Seven Dollars 
and Eighteen Cents ($67,307.18) to maintain highways, equipment 

and Town share of T.R.A. All items marked by a cross in the budget 
are covered by this Article. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Thousand Nine Hundred Seventy-five Dollars 
($1,975.00) for the following purposes: Police Chief $1,000.00; Dog 
Police: $25.00; mileage at seventeen cents (17¢) per mile not to exceed 
$950.00. 
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ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) for the financial administra- 
tion of the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provi- 
sions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of Two Thousand Four Hundred Dollars ($2,400.00) to 
purchase a Fink Speed Plow. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00) to repair 
and/or replace necessary equipment on a Forest Fire Truck. 


ARTICLE 18, If the above four Articles, namely Articles 14, 15, 16 
and 17, are adopted, to see if the Town will vote to authorize with- 
drawal from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provi- 
sions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 for use as setoffs 
against budget appropriations in the amount indicated; and further, to 
authorize the Selectmen to make pro rata reductions in the amounts if 
estimated entitlements are reduced or take any other action hereon:

ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of One Hundred Dollars ($100.00) to assist in the support of 
the Lisbon Public Library. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to prohibit the dumping and/or 
disposal of nuclear waste in the Town of Lyman. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to approve the obtaining of 
the services of public accountants for the annual audit of the Town's 
Accounts. 


ARTICLE 25. To hear reports of agents, auditors, committees and 
officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 26. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting.

REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF AND FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


For more than 80 years, a cooperative effort between the State of New 
Hampshire and local forest fire authorities has created a forest fire 
prevention and suppression program that is recognized as superior 
throughout the United States. 


Since the first forest fire laws were written in 1895, the state and local 
community governments have worked together to prevent and combat 
forest fires. 


Today, 249 forest fire wardens and more than 1,800 deputy wardens 
are appointed every three years by the State Forester to work with the 
members of the State Forest Fire staff in this effort. State funds are 
used to pay one-half the cost of forest fire suppression costs incurred 
by local forest fire organizations, within pay rates established by the 
Governor and Council. State funds matched by local funds are used to 
purchase hand tools to suppress forest fires, to train local forest fire 
crews and in forest fire prevention work. 


All outside burning, when the ground is not covered with snow, is 
permitted only after obtaining a written fire permit from your local 
Forest Fire Warden. Penalty for burning without a permit when one 
is required is a misdemeanor punishable by a fine up to $1,000 ora 
jail term of up to one year or both.

Statistics for 1978 are shown above, compared with those of 1977. 
Class one type crime (Total of thefts, burglaries and attempts), 
represents a modest decline, due solely to a substantial drop in thefts. 
Burglaries and attempts remained the same although two of the bur- 
glaries were closed with the apprehension of six culprits. Over the 
last two years, this type of crime indicates that the most likely target 
is a seasonal or obviously unoccupied residence in an area with little 
traffic, no visible neighbors, and with a point of entry which offers 
very easy access. There is a high probability that the culprit will be 
young, a juvenile almost certainly from a nearby town who is in- 
experienced in such matters. Burglary attempts are most often 
unsuccessful when the homeowner has made obvious efforts to secure 
his residence. 


With this in mind, any homeowner of Lyman who would care to have me 
check his home or camp for security recommendations is more than 
welcome to contact me to arrange a date. 


Substantial savings were realized from the $250.00 authorized at last 
year's Town Meeting for the purchase of a siren. The purchase, 
assembly and installation was done by John Spencer and Ed Santy at a 
cost of $155.74, a $94.22 savings to the Town. Our thanks to both of 
them for their time and efforts. 


My appreciation is extended to the many CB operators in Town who 
responded to our call for help during the severe rainstorm of June 19th 
that did so much damage to our roads and threatened the dam at Dodge 
Pond. Through their efforts, we were able to continuously monitor 
the conditions, and advise motorists and the Fire Department accord- 
ingly. 
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The Police Matron and I attended evening classes for the Juvenile 
Seminar Series at the Berlin Voc-Tech College in May 1978. Certif- 
icates of Satisfactory Completion, covering the subjects of legal 

limitations, child abuse and N.H. Laws relating to juvenile offenses 


were awarded to both of us.

Last year the Town of Lyman did not favorably consider my 
request for a town appropriation of $1,000 to support 
Littleton Hospital, your area health care facility. Hope- 
fully this year you will once again join the other commun- 
ities of the area in contributing to the purchase of medical 
capital equipment urgently needed for quality care of our 
patients. 


Some $16,800 appropriated by other towns in 1977-78 were 
applied toward the purchase of a flame photometer for the 
laboratory ($5,480), a sterilizer for the operating room 
($9, 193) and an electrocardiogram machine for nursing 
Service ($5,023). 


This coming year, we are counting on the Town of Lyman 

to appropriate $1,000 which will again be applied toward 
the purchase of other items of badly needed medical equip- 
ment. As you can see from the enclosed list our needs 
exceed $95,000.

Your White Mountains Region Association is requesting support for its 
work in 1979 from Lyman in the amount of $268.61. The formula under which 
your Region Association makes this request is five (5) cents per $1,000 of 
valuation based on the latest total equalized valuation table, published 
by the State's Department of Revenue Administration.

1978 Report 


North Country Home Health Agency, from its main office at 60 High 
Street, Littleton, and satellite offices in Cottage Hospital and Lin- 
wood Medical Center, provides health care services aimed at both 
prevention and treatment of disease. The Agency serves residents 
of 15 towns in the North Country. 


In 1978, the following services were delivered: 


6173 Skilled Nursing Care visits to patients in their homes. These 
are for the chronically ill, care following hospitalization or acute 
care in lieu of hospitalization. 


507 Health Promotion visits for the assessment and evaluation of a 
person's needs and/or problems. 


160 Visits to Newborns and their mothers for assistance and reassur- 
ance. No charge is made for either health promotions or newborn 
visits. 


200 Physical Therapy visits to homebound patients. 


22 Speech Therapy Visits to homebound patients. This is a new ser- 
vice added in November. 


8130 Homemaker/Home Health Aide visits for assistance with person- 
al care, light housekeeping and meal preparation, and other health- 
related services which enable people to remain in their own homes. 


Public Health activities, aimed at prevention: 


A total of 29 clinics for children were held throughout the area, as 
well as 4 adult health screening clinics co-sponsored with Lions 
Clubs. Follow-ups as needed were made on problems discovered 
in the clinic settings. 739 children received services ranging from 
immunizations to orthopedic evaluations. 501 adults attended the 
health screening clinics in four towns. Clinics are available to all 
residents without charge. 


This Agency is approved by Medicare and the New Hampshire Depart- 
ment of Public Health as a certified provider of home care services. 
The Board of Directors is composed of volunteer members represent- 
ing the towns served. It is a non-profit agency. 
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Services to Residents of Lyman include: 


17 Skilled Nursing Care Visits, 1 Health Promotion Visit and 2 visits 
to Newborns and their Mothers. Residents of Lyman usually attend 
clinics held in Lisbon, but may attend any of the clinics sponsored by 
this agency.

The North Country Council, Inc. greatly appreciates the financial support 
that your town has provided to the Council during the last year. The Town's 
assistance has enabled the Council to provide a high degree of quality services 
to member municipalities. Without the Town's support and assistance, the Council 
would not be in a position to provide these services. In order for the Council to 
continue these services during the upcoming year, it will again need the Town's 
financial support. ° 
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The region-wide request is approximately $52, 400, which is the same amoun: 
as last year. The By-laws of the North Country Council, Inc. provide the appro- 
priations from individual municipalities shall be based on 50 percent of the equal- 
ized assessed valuation, as determined by the State Tax Commission and 50 
percent on the latest population estimate, as determined by the Office of Compre- 
hensive Planning. The Council would appreciate it if your town could wien 
its share of the region-wide request for the upcoming year which is $ 2.00 . 
There may be a slight change in the amount requested from last year due toa 
change in your town's population or EAV. Council By-laws state the town should 
appropriate the full amount requested in order to be amember; all member towns 


have appropriated the full amofnt in'the last few years. 


A Council representative or I would welcome the opportunity to discuss with 
you the activities of the North Country Council and how we can be of further assis- 
tance to the town in the future. Please call or write if you would like one of us to 
meet with the town. Enclosed is a report on NCC's Activities for 1978, which the 
Council respectfully requests the town to include in its annual report. 


I want to thank you again for the financial assistance the town has provided 
to the North Country Council; this enables the Council to respond to the requests 
for community and regional planning assistance.

In Lyman, North Country Council provided general planning informa- 
tion. Assisted in coordinating a disaster relief meeting with state 
officials after the June 19th downpour. 


The North Country Council continued to make substantial progress in 
1978 by providing services in the following areas: 


Planning Services: Providing local technical assistance to member 
communities continued to consume a good amount of Council time. 
Areas of assistance include: master planning, subdivision regulations, 
zoning, reviewing development proposals, mobile homes, grantsman- 
ship, etc. Through a grant from the Farmers Home Administration, 
NCC will have the services of a project planner and planning engineer 
to further assist communities in water supply, solid waste and re- 
view of development proposals. 


Economic Development: NCC updated its Overall Economic Develop- 
ment Program, a requirement which entitles the North Country to EDA 
grants and loans. The Council also completed a Wood Energy Study 
and a Downtown Improvement Program for one town. Through the re- 
sources of the University of New Hampshire, a business counseling 
program is being developed. Federal and state agencies use the 
Council's work as a guide for future public investments. 


Preparation of Regional Plans: In 1978, the Council adopted and pub- 
lished both the Land Use Element and the Housing Element. Both of 
these documents provide a broad framework for action in these two 
areas. In the area of solid waste, the Council has coordinated a 
number of meetings with the NH Air Pollution Control Commission, 
Division of Public Health and sponsored a meeting on solid waste 
disposal in January 1979. The Council has continued to make progress 
in the Public Transportation Program. NCC also coordinated with 

the NH Department of Public Works and Highways in the annual 
meeting to receive local input on needed highway improvements. Much 
of the Council's time is spent responding to requests from Selectmen 
on various planning matters. Fact sheets have been prepared on soils 
and community planning, wetlands, and master planning. Other 
educational documents will be prepared in 1979. 


North Country Perspective: NCC continues to respond to opportunities 
to provide a North Country perspective to federal and state policies. 
NCC represented the area in a 3-day workshop as part of the Farmers 
Home Administration's national assessment of rural community 
facilities. Council members represent the North Country on the 
State's '208'' Water Quality Program, solid waste program and other 
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areas. The Council testified before the NH House subcommittee on 
Growth. 


Education and Information: For the third consecutive year, the North 
Country Council co-sponsored the six municipal law lectures. A 
special workshop was held on the development of small hydro sites. 
NCC also sponsored a North Country meeting of bankers, real estate 
agents, local officials, and other development interests to inform 
them of the opportunities under the NH Housing Finance Agency's 
mortgage program. With the advent of Planning Profiles, the 
Council's monthly newsletter, NCC is making an effort to keep local 
officials and interested persons up-to-date on Council programs and 
other related planning activities. In a further effort to solicit local 
input on planning projects, the Council has been holding a series of 
subregional meetings around the North Country. 


In 1979, the Council expects to provide more services to local officials 
to help them carry out the goals of their own towns. The newly-funded 
Area Development Assistance Program will provide greater assistance 
to communities. NCC will be working on an energy program to deter- 
mine the practicality of developing indigenous energy resources. 
Requests for community planning services will increase. 

) 
Membership in the Council over the last five years has increased from 
five members in 1973 to forty active members in 1978. A good deal 
of service has been provided in that period and it is hoped that more 
can be provided in the years ahead. Ideas on how the Council can be 
of greater assistance to towns are welcomed. The Board of Directors 
and all the members of the North Country Council greatly appreciate 
the support received from the towns. This support has enabled the 
Council to provide its planning services for the region and local 
communities.

FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


General Fund: 





Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1978, and December 
31, 1977, are presented in Exhibit A=-l. As indicated therein, the 
current deficit of the Town decreased by $4,987 during 1978 from ${21,295) 
to $(16,308). 


Analysis of Changes in Current Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 


An analysis of the change in current financial condition of the 
Town during the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the factors which 
caused the change indicated therein. There vere as follows: 


Decrease in Current Deficit:

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Comparative Statement of Appropriations and Expenditures - 
Estimated and Actual Revenues: (Exhibits A=3 and Rey) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and expenditures, 
estimated and actual revermmes for the year ended December 31, 1978, 
are presented in Exhibits A-3 and A-4. As indicated by the Budget 
Summary ( Exhibit A-4 ), a revenue surplus of $9,529, less a net 
overdraft of appropriations of $(4,542) resulted in a net budget 
surplus of $4,987. 





Long Term Indebtedness: 


A balance sheet of the outstanding long term indebtedness of the 
Town as of December 31, 1978 is contained in (Exhibit A-5)

Classified Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit B-1) 


A summary statement of receipts and expenditures for the year 
ended December 31, 1978, made up in accordance with the uniform 
classification of accounts, is included in Exhibit B-l. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with 
the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were 
examined and audited in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
procedures as were considered necessary in the circumstances. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 7l—a, Section 21, require that the 
auditors’ summary of findings and recommendations (letter of 
Transmittal) shall be published in the next annual report of the 
Town. Publication of the Exhibits contained in this audit report 
is optional at the discretion of the Board of Selectmen.
